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A response regarding what is called Civil Disobedience 


Sheikh Nizar ibn Hashim Al-Abbas - may Allah protect and preserve him - said as a 
response to a question about the ruling of civil disobedience: 
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And may peace be upon you. This approach and method have no connection with the 
Method of Islam - | mean civil disobedience, as well as strikes, revolutions, 
demonstrations, and marches - and there is no evidence for it in it (i.e. in Islam). 


Rather, this is one of the ways and methods of the disbelievers who have no religion that 
governs them, and they return to for judgment. Then, many Muslims imitated them in it, 
and they did not bring about any good! 


And reality bears witness to this; There is no country in the Muslim world today whose 
people demonstrated and revolted except that the result is destruction. 
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The situation is greater and more severe than before their demonstrations and 
revolutions. Not to mention their violation of Allah’s law and His directives. Which (i.e 
Allah’s law and directives) are based on: 

- achieving belief in Allah. 

- patience on affliction, injustice, and adversity. 

- dealing with matters with the Shari’ah wisdom. 

- secretly advising those in power. 

- humbly supplicating to Allah to remove the affliction, distress, and suffering of Muslims, 
- and achieving the fear of Allah and observing Him. 
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For indeed many of the types of calamities are due to our actions and our heedlessness 
of the Shari'ah of Allah. So, what is compulsory on us is to be patient, follow the Shariah, 
and be utmostly careful not to follow and imitate those who have no portion (in the 
hereafter), and to take admonition and ponder on what happened to some Muslims of 
chaos, destruction, insecurity, and destruction of their condition and the country. 
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And it is upon the Muslim to know that he is governed by the laws of Islam and that 
violating it brings about tribulations and evils on him. Allah -The highest- said: {And let 
those who oppose the Messenger's (Muhammad =) commandment (i.e. his Sunnah - 
legal ways, orders, acts of worship, statements) (among the sects) beware, lest some 
Fitnah (disbelief, trials, afflictions, earthquakes, killing, overpowered by a tyrant) should 
befall them or a painful torment be inflicted on them}. And He said: {If they (non-Muslims) 
had believed in Allah and went on the Right Way (i.e. Islam) We would surely have 
bestowed on them water (rain) in abundance.} 
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So (upon us is) being steadfast on the path of the truth, Islam, and patience in the face of 
affliction and injustice which the Messenger of Allah - may Allah’s highest exaltation and 
peace be upon him - directed to; when the unjust and oppressive rulers appear and when 
the rights of the Muslims are taken away and snatched from him: “Be patient until you 
meet me at the pond,” “ listen them as long as they establish prayer among you,” “Listen 
to and obey the leader even if he whips your back and takes your wealth.” Among other 
great texts that command with patience to confront injustice and give up rights out of 
patience for Allah. 
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And that is: 
(1) Because this is the ruling of Allah, The Wise. 
(2) And that Allah tests with good and evil; justice and injustice. 
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(3) And that we are in a world of affliction and on our way to the Hereafter, so the patient 
one will have Al-Husna and the goodness, with the permission of his Lord: “Be patient 
until you meet me at the Fountain,” and Allah says: ((Indeed, only those who are patient 
shall receive their reward in full, without reckoning)). 
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(4) Indeed, affliction for the sensible person is a lesson and a pause that brings him back 


to his Lord -The highest- and corrects his path {Verily! Allah will not change the condition 
of a people as long as they do not change their state themselves} 
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Indeed (in) the presence of the Muslim leaders and rulers and the stability of their nations 
- after Allah’s grace and mercy - is stability for the servants and the countries after Allah. 
And with their disappearance, there will be calamity, destruction, and loss; the loss of 
security and safety; the domination of the disbelievers over the Muslims, and the 
(domination of the) people of sects and evil such as the misguided group of ISIS as it is 
experienced and witnessed. And the one who does not learn from what he sees will never 
see with the eyes of wisdom, insight, and consideration. 
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This is said and advised for the sake of Allah and to clarify Allah’s law, and it is no 
affiliation to any party or authority, but rather it is the obligatory duty of advice to our 
people and our country out of fear for them from tribulations and evil and out of concern 
for their religion and their lives. 
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The Shari’ah and its rulings - O Muslims, may Allah grant you success - come from Allah 
without the wills, whims, and desires of the servants, and in most of them, are tests for 
the servants and due to wisdom from Allah: “Jannah is surrounded with hardships, and 
Hellfire is surrounded with lustful desires.” 


And the world is not a place of stability and eternity. {and whatsoever is on it will perish} 
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We ask Allah to enlighten us with the truth and to guide us to follow it, and to protect our 
country from all evil, and to guide those in power to everything that has good in it for their 
country and themselves, and to make them a mercy to their people. 
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
